desperate, owing to the shutting off of the supplies of food. 

The blockade of the bay by Admiral Dewey's squadron is complete, while the 
insurgents have surrounded the city on the land side, thus effectually cloging the 
place in. 

Admiral Dewey has deferred further aggressive action at this point until the 
arrival of the United States cruiser Charleston with coal and ammunition and of 
the promised troops for the artillery occupation of the islands. ~—

HOUSE OF DELEGATES HAS A BILL 
CREATING AN ASSISTANT 
CORONER’S REPORTER. 


SOME SAY ONE ISN’T NEEDED. 


Dr. Wait,,Though, Thinks That the 
Extra Stenographer Has Plenty 
of Work to Do. 


At the meeting of the House of Delegates 
Friday night Mr. Weeke introduced a bill at 
the request of C. T. Haizlip, Coroner Walit’s 
official stenographer, creating the offices of 
chief and assistant shorthand reporter to 
the Coroner. A bill with the same pro- 
visions was recently introduced in the Coun- 
cil, but was filed. 

The purpose is to make permanent the 


present temporary arrangement under which 


most of the work of the office is done by 
the underpaid assistant. There is an amend- 
ed ordinance in effect twhich permits the 
Coroner “if it should become necessary at 
any time for the proper control of the Cor- 
oner’s office to provide an assistant to the 
regular stenographer,’’ with the consent of 
the Comptroller, the compensation not to be 
more than $0 a month, to be fixed by them 
in advance, 

Under the charter no temporary assistant 
= be appointed for a longer period than 

ays. 

Coroner Wait considers “‘when necessary” 
to mean “all the year round.” As soon as 
the ordinance was amended to give him the 
authority, Feb. 4, 1897, he appointed an as- 
sistant, and has regularly appointed him 
every 60 days since. He paid the limit, 
$30 a month. 

People who should know eay that there ts 
not enough work at the Coroner's office to 
keep one man busy half the time. Since the 
assistant was ointed it is said Mr. Haiz- 
lip comes around so seldom that he has to 
bring somebody along to introduce him to 
the Four Courts people.

DR. THOMPSON DECLARES 
THE MAN NOT INSANE. 
HAD DETERMINED TO LET HIM- 
SELF DIE FROM ABSENCE 
OF FOOD. 


FAMILY TROUBLES LED 
HIM TO SELF-DESTRUCTION. 


Kern Was Reputed to Have a Compe- 
tency, but Owing to Domestic 
Difficulties Life Had No 
Attractions, 


The most remarkable case of self-inflicted 
death that ever came under the observation 
of St. Louis physicians is that of Anton 
Kern, who died Friday at his home in Ball- 
win, St. Louls County. 

The man was more than 78 years old, and 
had been a resident of St. Louls County 
over half a century. | 

Kern literally starved himself to death. 
There were family troubles, he told his phy- 
sician, and life no longer had any attrac- 
tions for him. He did not want to commit 
suicide in the ordinary sense of the word, 
and ne thought by simply refraining froin 


taking food nature would revolt and he 
would die a natural death and be absolved 


When pangs of hunger came and the stom- 
ach became sick and faint, and when the 
pain was like that of a ravenous beast 
gnawing at his vitals, the old man would 
not consent to taste food. He was deter- 
mined to die by starvation, and he re- 
pressed every effort to force food upon him. 

Dr. Maise, the family physician, could do 
nothing for htm. Kern simply would not 
do that which the doctor prescribed. He 
wanted to die and he was determined to 
starve himself to death. 

Dr. Thompson of the etaff of City Hos- 
qe physicians was the guest of Dr. 

aise and went with him to see his strange 
patient. 

The old man was weak and emaciated, 
but steadfastly refused to take food. Dr. 
Thompson ha experience with pris- 
oners from the Workhouse who re 
food for various reasons, and he suggested 
that food be forced upon the patient, but 
Kern protested and the relatives also ob- 
jected to force, Dr. Thompson says. 

‘We frequently have to force food down 
persons,” said Dr. Thompson, “and it fs not 
so difficult a matter. When a stomach pump 
ia forced down a man’s throat sufficient 
liquid food can be administered to sustain 
life a long time. Then the operation is so 
nauseating that the potas will ordinarily 
take rood willingly to escape the forcing 
operation. Even if the patient rebels and 
bites the rubber tube there is another way 
of introducing food. The tube can be in- 
serted through the nostrils, and sufficient 
food administered to sustain life. 

“TIT never knew any sane person to at- 
tempt suicide by starvation before. De- 
mented persons have n known to try 
it, but it is not once In a thousand times 
they succeed. Kern, in “= opinion, was 
not insane. There were family troubles, 
as I ed it.” 

Kern was born in Germany. He leaves a 
wife and several grown children. He for- 
morty kept a saloon and grocery at Ball- 
win.

Such is the entry on the books of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel G. C. Smith, Q. M. G., U. 8. A. 
The sum represents the amount of money 
paid to St. Louis merchants and Missouri 
farmers by the Government since war was 


deciared. 

But these figures represent but a small 
part of the financial benefit which St. Louls 
has derived from the war. The present 
crisis has turned into the commercial basin 
of St. Louis a dozen and more channels of 
trade which have before emptied into the 
cities of New Orleans, Chicago, New York 
and rn cities. 

Nor does this sum include the many con- 
tracts which the Government has made 
with Jocal firms and which have not yet 
been completed. At present writing these 
contracts for tents, shoes, caps, hats, blank- 
ets and subsistence represent nearly as 
much as has already been paid out in Bt.

On the requisition blanks which Col. 
Smith signs and forwards to Washington, 
where the War Department passes on them, 
is stamped the part of the Government ser- 
vice for which the goods are intended. Un- 
til a month ago he sent in scarcely a dozen 
of these requisitions a year and they were 
marked “for department office.”” The items 
were usually the same, ink, paper, pens, etc. 
Now they are stamped, “for national de- 
fenso,”’ and the items run from pickled on- 
ions to cannon balls. 

This last may seem strange, but it is a 
fact that Col. Smith purchased in this city 
for the War Department 600 of the old styie 
cannon balls such as were used in the 
Revolutionary War and the early 6@’s. A 
firm here had them on hand and wrote the 
War Department regarding them. The or- 
der for their purchase followed. Col. Smith 
declares he has no jdea what they will be 
used for and evem if he had it ts doubtful 
whether he would tell, for the United States 
Army officers are not given to expressing 
their views on what the War Department 
is going to do next week. 

Before war was declared much of the ex- 
port grain which came from the West wae 


shipped direct to New Orleans and was there 


loaded for its trip across the Atlantic. 
Now the greater part of this, because of the 
blockade off Cuba and the cones of being 
seized by a Spanish cruiser this grain is 
shipped thrpugh St. Louis and from here to 
Toledo, which is taking more grain than 
any other city in the country, not even ex- 
cepting Chicago, once considered an im- 
portant grain point. 

Daily there are coming Into St. Louls 
trains loaded with (wheat, corn and hay 
from the Southwest and the States adija- 
cent to Missourl. Corn is the heaviest ship- 
ment and hay is second, the high price of 
wheat ‘having taken nearly all the crop 
from the farmers. Those who have-not 
solid are putting their grain on the market 
as quickly as possible, for the removal of 
the duty on wheat by France, Italy and 
Spain has created an unprecedented demand 
for export grain. Then, too, there is a 
poselbility that this duty may be put on 
again shortly and that would let the bot- 
tom fall out of the market tn a few days. 

Speaking of wheat, a West Missouri grow- 
er said the crop bids fair to surpass even 
the great crop of 1891. He said that barring 
frosts and droughts he had every reason to 
believe the crop of ‘88 would be 650,000,000 
bushels. 

If this be true St. Louis will be the grain 
center of the United States after shirmenta 
begin, for nearly all that wheat will pass 
through this city on its way to the st 

Toledo. t is, providing war con- 
tinues,. for war creates a demand for grain 
from countries not engage? in the conflict. 

To-day the grain elevators of St. Louls 
are nearly empty. There are but 86,00 
bushels in them and that is Mable to be 
shipped out at any time. Seldom, if ever, 
have the elevators been so low and to-day’s 
storage is im marked contrast with the 
game day one year ago, when there were 
201,214 bushels of wheat in the public ele- 
vators.

BLIND, HELPLESS AND 
ABANDONED BY HIS SON. 


In Four Years Death Swept Away 
Twelve Children and His Wife 
—By an Accident He Lost 
His Sight. 


‘While a member of the City Council, in 
1867, I was offered $3000 to vote for a fran- 
chise grant to the Cass Avenue Railway 
Co. Had I accepted it I would not now be 
an inmate of this pauper institution.” 

This is the language of James Ashworth, 
once a prominent citizen of the community 
and member of the City Council, whose

Assembly I was subjected to tg er ges 
A tellow member approached and ed me 
to go in with him on a certain deal. For 
reply 1 knocked him down. 

“The first measure I advocated wae the 
establishment of a boiler inspector office. 
The scheme met with instant fayor and 
soon become a law. 

‘T introduced several bills on behalf of the 
laboring men and had the satisfaction of 
secing them enacted into laws. : 

“It is a hard thing for a Councilman to be 
honest. You never know you are bribed 
until the money is in your pocket. The 
buying up of votes ts sharp trickery and 
requires the genius of a scholarly man. 

‘Mour different people asked me to help 
out the promoters of the Cass Avenue Rali- 
way Co. on their bill They said I could 
have 3. shares of stock in the new enter- 
prise, or $3000 cold cash, if I wanted it.
